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ANOTHER “DEAD ONE!” 





LANCING over the news of the day in the 
daily press, we note in the column devoted 
to “Petitions In Bankruptcy,’ otherwise 
known as "Business Obituaries,’ that another plumb- 
ing and heating contractor has just died commer- 
cially, his official death having been superinduced 
by a lingering ailment of years’ standing, which was 
duly diagnosed and pronounced to be a sure-enough 

case of ‘““Over-Extension of Credits.” 

His bountiful friends (certain jobbers) were the 
attending physicians at the bedside of his business. 
With anxious mien they watched his commercial 
pulse growing weaker and weaker, until at length 
his official heart beats ceased altogether, and his 
generous benefactors, meeting in grave consultation, 
pronounced him ‘‘dead.”’ 

A year prior to his official decease, his kind friends 
and physicians (certain jobbers) worked hard to 
bring him back to robust financial health. Strong 
injections of ‘‘unlimited credit’ were resorted to in 
the fond hope that his business heart would resume 
its normal beat, but all revival efforts proved futile. 
The patient simply grew worse with every injection. 
True, there were other similar cases, where the pa- 
tient revived a little through the stimulating influence 
of such injections, and was able to ‘‘sit up’ and face 
his creditors squarely for a spell, but these, too. 
would suffer a relapse, until eventually they were

flat on their backs, gasping not tor the breath of 
life, but for the breath of business. 

Gathering to view his business remains, his bene 
factors, who had nourished him for years with credit, 
find that his liabilities aggregate $12,000, while his 
assets amount to $265. 

Speaking figuratively, stable and legitimate men 
in the trade have suggested that in cases such as the 
foregoing, the following epitaph should be inscribed 
upon his headstone in the cemetery of the “com 


mercially dead-ones’ :

lt appears that certain jobbers, in their misguided 
efforts to build up a clientele among upstarts in the 
plumbing and heating field, are often disposed to 
take a gambling chance. A curbstone plumber with 
a working capital of $3.25 is able to secure several 
hundred dollars’ worth of credit to set him up in 
business. He has figured on a number of local jobs 
and has cut prices without mercy. Armed with a 
number of contracts, he is able to persuade the job 
ber that credit should be extended. Ihe jobber 
with the speculative mania accedes to his request. 

Thus realizing that he can get practically unlim.- 
ited credit from a number of jobbers competing for 
business, the upstart plumber and fitter underbids 
his neighboring competitors at every step in the race 
for contracts. And he is able to do it with impunity 
because he has the advantage over the legitimate 
and honest competitor, who discounts his jobber's 
bills regularly. The jobber who furnishes irrespon- 
sible contractors with ammunition to undermine the 
opportunities of the responsible man is, in short, a 
menace to the growth of healthy conditions in the 


competitive field.
